SON AND DAUGHTER 
MOURN HETTY GREEN. 


Wealthy W omen Expires at the Age of Eighty, After 
Illness of Two Months’ Duration — Wall Street Calcu- 
lates Her Estate to be Worth from Twenty to One Hun- 


dred Million Dollars. 


{BY A. P. DAY WIRE.) 


EW YORK, July 3.—Mrs. Het- 
N ty Green, known as the world’s 

wealthiest woman, who was 
80 years old, died here today. She 
had suffered three strokes of paraly- 
sis in the last two months and for 
several weeks had been practically 
helpless. 

Her death occurred at 8:05 o'clock 
at the home of her son, Col. Edward 
H. R. Green, adjoining the plain 
brick four-story house on the cor- 


ner of Central Park West, where 
Mrs. Green had lived lately in se- 
clusion, except for her son and sev- 
eral Japanese servants and trained 
nurses. 

For several weeks Mrs. Green had 
been unable to walk and had spent 
practically all of her time in a wheel 
chair. She sat in the chair at one 
of the front windows of her home 
and gazed over the_park. 

Her son, Col. Green, and _ her 
daughter, Mrs. Matthews’ Astor 
Wilks, who were the only children, 
had been with her much of the time 
and it was recently reported that 
Mrs. Green had turned over all of 
her financial affairs to her son. 

Wall street’s estimates of Mrs. 
Green's fortune range from $20,000,- 
000 to $100,000,000. 

AT THE BEDSIDE. 

Roth Mrs. Wilks and Col. Green 
were at their mother’s bedside when 
she died. 

Mrs. Green’s body will be taken 
tomorrow, 
where she lived for many yearn. Fu- 
neral services will be held there 
Wednesday. 

The death of Mrs. Green will re- 
lease for distribution among a large 
number of people scattered all over 
the United States and abroad a trust 
fund said to amount to about 
$1,500,000. This is the residuary 
estate of her aunt, Sylvia Ann How- 
land, bequeathed for Hetty Green's 
life use, and after death to be di- 
vided among the lineal descendants 
of Mrs. Green's great grandfather, 
Gideon Howland of Dartmouth, 
Mass. Gideon Howland was born

HETTY GREEN'S CAREER. 


Hetty Green was the world’s most 


000,000. The richest woman in Amer- 


ica, she lived almost as frugally as 


a shopgirl. Her home was where- 


ever she chose for. a time to hang 


her little black cape and bonnet, 
often in the hall bedroom of some 
cheap boarding-house, or in some 
remote and modest flat around New 
York. 

Her eccentric extremes of econ- 
omy led to a popular misconception 
of her as a “self-made woman.” As 
a matter of fact, she was born rich. 
In 1865 she inherited some $10,- 
000,000 which accumulated upon it- 
self until in fifty years it had mul- 
tipMed nearly ten times. She also in- 
herited family traditions which had 
been a pride for three centuries, and 
which she was anxious to perpetu- 
ate in her children. 

She was born on November 21, 
1835, at New Bedford, Mass. This old 
maritime city was founded by her 
ancestor, John Howland, a Puritan, 
who came over on the Mayflower, 
and who named the place after Bed- 
ford, his family home in England. 
In succeeding generations the How- 
land family became famous in the 
whaling industry and shipping trade 
with’ China, and had an irreproach- 
able social] standing. Edward Mott 
Robinson, who had also amassed a 
fortune in a similar way in New 
Bedford, married Abby Howland, of 
whom Hetty Robinson, the future 
mistress of finance, was born. She 
was sent to a Quaker school on Cape 
Cod, and to a seminary in Boston, 
and got her first lessons in finance 
when her aging father entrusted her 
with some of his books. 

She was just 30 years old when 
her father died suddenly leaving her 
his nine militons, one million out- 
right and the income from the 
other eight, the principal to be held 
in trust to her children. It is for- 
gotten that Hetty Green, then Rob- 
inson, was a belle in New York so- 
ciety. According to her own stories 
she “often danced the whole night 
through.” Even, then, however, she 
lived in a boarding-house and was 
so saving that rather than pay car 
fare she would pull a pair of heavy 
woolen stockings over her shoes and 
walk through the snow to parties 

Almost at the same time that her 
father died her aunt, Sylvia Ann 
Howland, passed away, leaving sev- 
eral million dollars. It is said Hetty 
Robinson had been brought up from 
childhood to count this monev as 
hers. and that the aunt expressed 
the hope that Hetty would some day 
become, as she did, the richess wom- 
an in the country.

Procured the release by Carranza 
of the American troopers captured 
in the Carrizal battle. 

Induced President Wilson to re- 
tire Gen. Pershing’s army from the 
interior of Mexico to a point within 
seventy-five miles of the border. 

Obtained from Carranza a promise 


that he will advise with the Latin«- 
American republics before replying 
to the President's ultimatum. 
Obtained from the President age 
surances that he will withdraw the 
American troops from Mexico as 
soon as Carranza manifests ability 
to safeguard the border. 
The envoys of the Latin-American 
powers headed by Ambassador Naon 
of Argentina are now endeavoring 
to induce Mr. Wilson and Gen. Car- 
ranza to agree on a plan providing 
for the joint policing by American 
and Mexican troops of a gone in 
Mexico contiguous to the border. 
John Barrett, director-general of 
the Pan-American Unien, made ft 
known today that Carranza released 
the American prisoners captured at 
Carrizal as the result of the almost- 
unanimous representations of the 
Latin-American diplomats at Wash- 
ington. Any determination Carranza 
had.of precipitating trouble with the 
United States by a defiant refusal of 
the President’s last demands has 
been effectively checked by the 
unanimous representations of the 
Latin-American countries.

LONDON, July 3.—The leniency 
of Augustine Birrell, former Chief 
Secretary for Ireland, is primarily 
blamed for the Easter rebellion in 
Ireland, is a report submitted today 
by the royal commission which in- 
vestigated the revolt. 

The commission was presided 
over by Baron Hardinge. Baron 
Wimborne, the Lord Lieutenant, 
since resigned, is completely vindi- 
cated of all blame for the Irish 
government's policy. As for Sir 
Matthew Nathan, the ex-Undersec- 
retary for Ireland, the report gives 
him credit for carrying out “with 
the utmost loyalty” the policy of the 
government, but it is asserted he did 
not urge the Chief Secretary to more 
stringent measures to improve a 
situation which he himself in a let- 
ter written last December had called 
“most serious and menacing.” A 
reproachful allusion is made to 
Birrell’s extended absence from 
Dublin, 

The chief trouble, according to 
the commission's findings, was that 
the Sinn Feiners were. Julled into the 
belief that the government would 
not try seriously to combat sedition. 

The Royal Commission's report 
says: 

“That the main cause of the re- 
bellion appears to be that lawtless- 
ness was allowed to grow up un- 
checked and that Ireland for seve 
eral years had been administered on 
tke principle that it was safer and 
more expedient to leave the law in 


abeyance if a collision with any fac- 4 


tion of the Irish people could there- 
by be avoided.” 

The: importation of large quanti- 
ties of arms to Ireland and the tol- 
eration of drilling by large bodies 
of men, the report says, created con- 
ditions which rendered possible the 
recent troubles in Dublin and else- 
where. 

“It appears to us,” said the com- 
missioners, “that reluctance was 
shown by the Irish government to 
repress by prosecution written and 
spoken seditious utterances, and to 
suppress drilling and maneuvering 
of armed forces known to be un- 
der control of men who openly were 
declaring their hostility to Your 
Majesty's government. 

“There developed widespread be- 


lief that no repressive measures; 


would be undertaken by the govern- 
ment against sedition. 

“This led to a rapid increase of 
preparation for insurrection and was 
the immediate cause of the recent 
outbreak. We are of the opinion 


drilling and maneuvering by unrec- 
ognized bodies of men, whether 
armed or unarmed, should haye 
been strictly prohibited.” 

“It does not appear to be dis- 
puted,” says the report, “that the 
authorities in the spring of 1916, 
while believing that the seditious 
bodies would not venture unaided to 
break into insurrection, were con- 
vinced that they were prepared to 
assist a German landing. 

“We do not think that any re- 
sponsibility rests upon the -Lord 
Lieutenant. He was appointed in 
February, 1915, and was in no, way 
answerable for the policy of the 
government. We are, however, of 
the opinion that the Chief Secretary, 
as the administrative head of Your 
Majesty’s government in Ireland, 
primarily was responsible for the 
situation that was allowed to rise 
and the outbreak that occurred, 

“While in the view of the commis- 
sion Sir Matthew Nathan (ex-Under- 
secretary for Ireland) carried out 
with the utmost loyalty the policy of 
the government, he did not sufficient- 
ly impress upon the Chief Secretary, 
during the latter’s prolonged ab- 
eences from Dublin, the necessity for 
more active measures to remedy the 
situation, which in a letter In De- 
cember last he described as ‘most 
serious and menacing.’”’ 

The heads of the Royal Irish con- 
stabulary and the Dublin metropoli- 
tan police, the report says, supplied 
the government with full reports on 
the nature, progress and aims of the 
various armed associations in Ire- 
land and upon them and the military 
authorities no responsibility rested 
for the rebellion. The general dan-

MERICAN DESERTER 
COMMANDED MEXICANS. 


Secret Out Why They Fought with Such 


L ‘PASO, July 3.—One of the 
reasons why the Mexicans 
fought so well at Carrizal was 

a renegade American soldier. This 
came out today. He was a deserter 


Infantry and was in command of a 
company of Mexicans during the 
battle. The killing of so many 
Mexican officers gave him an impor- 
tant command. When the captured 
negroes of the Tenth Cavalry 
back to the front next.

Trooper William Givens of the 
Tenth Cavalry says that he not only 
saw but talked to this renegade. 

GIVENS'S STATEMENT. 

“I met him first,” said Givens this 


I was sent 
back to Columbus from the front 
with some horses. I saw this fellow 
at that time at the base. During 
the battle we thought we saw an 
American among the Mexicans. 
There appeared to be two or three 
Americans working the Mexican 
machine guns, but this fellow was 
an officer. I caught sight of him sev- 
eral times. After the battle I was 
captured with several other men, 
and the man in command of the 
party-that took us was this Amer- 
ican. I recognized him at once_as 
the man I had seen at Columbus. I 
didn't dare say anything. to him 
about his desertion. You see, I was 
his prisoner and was expecting to be 
shot as it was. My cue was to keep 
as quiet as possible. Some of the 
Mexicans made me take off my 
clothes, all except my underwear. 
Then this officer came along. I asked 
him if he wouldn't let me have a 
pair of pants. He laughed anid or- 
dered my pants returned to me. He 
was all fixed up. He had on more 
uniform than any other Mexican offi- 
cer I have seen. He looked as though 
he might be a field marshal, but 
they called him captain.” 

Givens said that in Chihuahua 
there was a deserter from the negro 
Twenty-fourth Infantry who tried 
to help them when they were in jail.’ 
He said that the Mexicans offered 
this man a commission in their army. 
He refused it and was arrested. Ac.- 
cording to Givens the almost  in- 
variable custom of the Mexicans is 
to offer every captured colored sol- 
dier the choice between a commis- 
sion in their army and a brick wall 
with the accompaniment of a firing 
aquad.

DAMAGE INFLICTED. 


How much damage a few men of 
this stamp may inflict on their foe- 
man was shown in the advance of 
the Gordon Highlanders against 
Mametz yesterday. Only 120 yards 
separated them from the German 
trench line, but the moment our 
barrage fire ceased the Germans 
trained their machine guns on the 
advancing Highlanders and swept 
them with terrific fire; yet the regi- 
ment won, though it had the singu- 
lar ill luck to strike one machine- 
gun section at Mametz which was 
ready to turn on the tap on the in- 
stant our men were seen leaving 
their trenches. 

The Germans have also used their 
deep dugouts as rallying points, al-« 
though frequently they have been 
dangerous ones, as once fairly 
caught inside, they have had their 
choice between surrendering and be- 
ing blown up by bombs thrown into 
the doorway. One young officer of 
the West Yorks with five men 
bombed a number. of Germans out 
of an important sector of a commu- 
nication trench. Suddenly they 
were surrounded by a fresh party 
of the Germans and took refuge in 
their turn in one of the dugouts. By 
playing a game of hide and seek they 
kept the Germans at bay until a 
platoon of Somersets came to the 
rescue and killed or captured every 
German who had not been able to 
make good his escape. 

EFFICIENT MORTARS. 


Thanks to the remarkable effi- 
clency of the new British mortars— 
invented by a young British civil 
engineer in the Egyptian service— 
thére has been very little complaint 
of a nature common in earlier Brit- 
ish attacks, that the barbed wire 
was not properly cut. Nearly every- 


where during the present attack, the 


entanglements have been swept com- 
pletely out of existence. 

At Fricourt, as everywhere else, 
the British have had to search with 
care tO prevent an eruption of Ger- 
man machine-gun fire in their rear 
after they had supposed a position 
was completely in their hands.

So weary are 
the men that as soon as a battery is 
allowed to cease firing for a mo- 
ment, its gun crews stretch them- 
selves out and fall peacefully asleep 
in the midst of the thunder of the 
other guns all around them, 

At army headquarters the com- 
Pleteness of the advance prepara- 
tions is shown by the unemotional 
manner in which the day’s routine 
goes forward, without any noticeable 
difference from the quiet, business- 
like methods which have become the 
rule. 

Not only have the British losses 
been lightér than was to have been 
expected, but it is declared the per- 
centage of killed seriously 
wounded to the total casualties is 
unusually low, and most of the men 
knocked over will be back in line 
ere long. | 

Never before have British avia- 
tors done so daring work as they 
have shown during this battle. The 
story is told of one man in a fast 
monoplane, who swooped down 
above the very battle line to within 
500 feet of the point where the 
British and German infantry were 
at death-grips. He was able to dis- 
tinguish clearly between” British 
khaki and German field-gray. and 
to signal back a message to head- 
quarters telling the exact position 
of the contending lines-——information 
of immense value to the British ar- 
tillery. He returned with no more 
setious harm than a few score bul- 
let-holes in his wings. 

Some of the German prisoners are 
fine big fellows, but there is a fair 
number of middle aged and also 
some very youthful soldiers among 
them. A sergeant of the Manches- 
ters said: “I brought in two lads 
who did not look more than 15, 
Upon my word, I was ashamed to da 
it, but they were very nice boys, and 
they cut the buttons off their tunics 
and handed them to us as kKeep- 
sakes.”’ 

The British have captured very. 
few guns, which is taken here as a 
sign that the Germans have been 
very busy moving their artillery 
farther back, while the British ar- 
tillery has been brought forward, 

It must be emphasized that the 
references in the official bulletins to 
the “German first Ifne” do not refer 
merely to the German trench, but to 
the whole system of first-position 
defenses, from half a mile to a mile 
deep, with labyrinths of trenches, 
concrete machine gun positions and 
armored turrets at flanking points. 
Behind these positions, now in the 
hands of the allies, are second and 
third lines equally strong.

STRAWS. 


That the Mexican situation is im- 
proving is best shown perhaps by 
the fact that Secretary Lansing has 
not changed his plans to leave Wash- 
ington on Thursday for a month’s 
vacation. Mr. Lansing has been con- 
Stantly at his desk and has been 
working night and day on some of 
the greatest and. most novel ques- 
tions which have ever arisen in 
American foreign relations. As a 
resuit, he is physically and mentally 
tired and needs a rest. If a grave 
situation existed, however, the Sec- 
retary would remain at the depart- 
ment. Another indication that the 
President does not expect war is 
shown by his acquiescence in plans 
for the early adjournment of Con- 
gress. Senator Kern was at the 
White House today and discussed 
conditions with Mr. Wilson.

Phelan’s Leasing Plan. 


Backs Any Oil Bill Favorable 
to Real Development. 


Sees no Danger Navy will Run 
Short of Fuel:

WASHINGTON BUREAU OF 
THE TIMES, July 3.—Replying to 
recent assertion of Gifford 
Pinchot, president of the National 
Conservation Association, published 
in the Chronicle, that Secretary 
Lane has been trying to get Con- 
gress to pass Senator Phelan's 
amendment to the general mineral 


lands leasing bill, which would give 
titles or preferential leases to Cali- 
fornia oil operators ousted _from 
their claims by the Taft withdrawal 
order, Mr. Lane today gave out the 
following statement: 

“Where the warrant comes for 
such a statement I do not know. 
The only time that anything like it 
was presented to me was when 
Lieut.-Gov. Eshleman brought a 
similar proposal to me and I told 
him that I would not stand for it. 
The Phelan amendment has never 
been referred te me by Congress, 
nor does any person whoever who 
talked with me labor under the de- 
lusion that I favor it. 

“I am in favor of passing an oll 
leasing bill, along the lines of the 
Ferris bill, passed by the House 
twice in the last two years. The 
difference hetween the Phelan 
amendment and the provision: of 
the Ferris bill is one of liberality in 
treatment of claimants. 

“In my last annual report I ex- 
pressiy stated that I would not as- 
sume to say what policy should be 
fotlowed as to the naval reserve 
lands. There is no danger of the 
navy being short of oil, for there are 
nearly 3,000,000 acres of public oll 
lands now withdrawn. Included 
therein are two special naval re- 
serves which are practically free 
from adverse claims. These contain 
approximately 130,000,000 berrels of 
oil. 


“To keep 3,000,000 acres of oil 
land locked up indefinitely while 
gasoline is climbing higher is not 
good sense and plays into the hands 
of monopoly. If Congress can at 
this time deal with leasing legisla- 
tion sane and conservative legisla- 
tion will result that will help every 


real developer and consumer inter- 
}ested in oil and gasoline and which 
will prevent waste and monopoly. 

“The only difference that has 
arisen between Mr. Gregory, Mr. 
Daniels and myself has been over 
the soundness of a legal decision 
(the Honolulu case) rendered by the 
Commissioner of the General Land 
Office touching a private claim with- 
in withdrawn area, which I am so 
certain is correct that I have offered 
to eubmit the matter to the courts 
for decision.” 


JEWS’ DESTINY AT HOME. 


Zionist Speaker Says Great Leader 
in Palestine Necessary. 
[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
PHILADELPHIA, July 3.—Ber- 
nard A. Rosenbiatt, honorary secre- 


tarv of the Federation of American 
Zionists, which opened its annual 
convention here today, aaid, in re- 
portine the progress made bv Zion- 
jem, that he believed the ultimate 
triumph of Zionism depends upon 
the rise of a great Jewish leader in 
Palestine. 

“Irish home rule will never he 
won by demonstrations in New York 
and Chicago,” he declared, “and-so 
Jewish home rule in Palestine can 
come only from the Jewish people 
in Palestine itself. We in America 
mav help them with money and 
with influence, but in the long run 
Jewish national destiny will be de- 
termined by the Jewish population 
in Palestine.”’ 

The federation adopted resolu- 
tions favoring She formation of an 
international organization before 
the clese of the European war and 
recommended the participation of 
the federation in the Jewish con- 
gress to be held in New York in De- 
cem ber. 

The convention appropriated 
$2000 toward the establishment of a 


hospital unit in Palestine.

Both Germans and British Make Use of Weapon in 
Amazing Numbers—New English Mortar Cleanly Cuts 
Barbed-wire Entanglements, However Strong — Dug- 
outs Prove Rallying Points and Traps for Teutons.

——Machine guns played an important 
Dart in the German defense against 


British repulse of counter-attacks 
when organizing positions taken. 


Both German and British have them 
in amazing numbers. 

During_the bombardment before 
an infantry attack the Germans re- 
main in dugouts so deep that they 
can be crushed in only by a direct 
hit with a fifteen-inch shell. In- 
stantly the bombardment ceases 
they rush out and man any remain- 
ing machine guns, or even bring up 
machine guns from the dugouts. 
The British carry mobile machine 
guns forward and the mo- 
ment a position is occupied they em- 
place them. 

All reports of those engaged in 
the fighting agree the barbed wire 
entanglements,@owever strong, have 
been invariably well cut and there is 
universal praise for the new mortar, 
the invention of a government civil 
engineer in Egypt, which the British 
have manufactured in large num- 
bers. —. 

But frequently the deep German 
dugouts, instead of being rallying 
points, become traps, with the occu- 
pants either surrending or being 
blown up by. bombs thrown into the 
entrance when they refuse to sur- 
render.

however, was not as expected. Three; 


years after the aunt's death Hetty 
Green appeared in the United States 
Cireuit Court In Massachusetts with 
a will which she wanted substituted 
for the one already probated. This 
will was in Mrs. Green's own hand- 
writing, and some of the most fa- 
mous experts of the day declared 
under oath their belief that the two 
Signatures it contained were not 
made by the aunt, but were traced 
by Hetty Green herself over an orig- 
inal signature of Sylvia Ann How- 
land. 

The litigation is one of the most 
famous in court annals. After an ex- 
pense of $172,000 the case was dis- 
missed on a technicality. An appeal 
was made to the Supreme Court of 
the United States, but while this was 
pending a private settlement was 
reached. 

From those days to the time of 
her death Hetty Green was involved 
in some law suit or other, asserting 
that lawyers were forever trying to 
rob her of her. property. Her 
antipathy toward them was so vio- 
lent that she gaid: “I would rather 
have my daughter burned at the 
stake than -to go through what I 
have with lawyers.”’ 

She married 
band was Fdward H. Green, who was 
United States Consul-General in Ma- 
nila, where he had made a fortune 
in the silk trade. It is said Green, 
at a public dinner, heard someone 
speak of Hetty Robinson as “the 
greatest American  heiress,”’ and 
straightaway announced his deter- 
mination to marry her. Before the 
wedding day an agreement was 
signed to the effect that the wife's 
fortune should never be drawn on to 
meet the husband's debts or any of 
their joint expenses. He died in 1902 
after having lost most of his money 
in Wall Street. 

Both Hetty Green and he’ did busi- 
ness for many years, but on sepa- 
rate accounts. Old Wall Street men 
have told innumerable stories about 
her closeness. One was how she ne- 
gotiated once for a special engine 
to take her from Philadelphia to 
New York so that she might not miss 
a chance to make several thousand 
dollars before the cloge of the stock 
exchange. A price Was named by the 
railroad company for an engine and 
one car. After haggling a few min- 
utes, Mrs. Green made thig final 
proposition: 

“Take off the car and make it $5 


less. I'll ride in the locomotive cab.” 
This she did, and reached Wall 
street in time 


to make a successful 
turn. 
SHABBY ATTIRE. 

Dressed in simple and sometimes 
shabby black, with a little bonnet 
that would stand a lot of wear, the 
woman of millions moved about in 
downtown New York, recognized 
only by few who had been initiated 
into the secret of her identity. She 
never rode in a carriage, and was 
never seen at the theater or opera. 
Her abiding place was usually a 
mystery to the tax collector, whom 
she admittedly dodged. 

William Jennings Bryan when in 
Congress arguing in favor of an in- 
come tax said: 

“Hetty Green enjoys an income 
which can scarcely be less than 
$3,000,000 a year, yet she lives at a 
cheap boarding-house and spends 
only a few hundred dollars. This 
woman, under your indirect system 
of taxation, does not pay as much 
towards the support of the Federal 
gZovernment a8 a laboring man 
whose income of $500 is spent upon 
his family.” 

Her most pretentious home was at 
Bellows Falls, Vt., where she spent 
many Summers, but even this place 
Was notorious there for never being 
in repair. In winter she hic herself 
in some of the least expensive neigh- 
borhoods around New York, guard- 
ing her identity by putting the name 
of her pet dog “Dewey” on the door- 
plate. Her daughter, Svlvia, was her 
only companion. The latter she kept 
from society, but in 1909 consented 
to her marriage, at the age of 30, to 
Matthew .Astor Wilks, a wealthy New 
Yorker of 57 years. The lonely 
mother then removed herself for a 
time to a suite of rooms in one of the 
most fashionable Fifth avenue ho- 
tels, but this luxury was soon given 
up. 

It was Hetty Green’s ambition to 
make her son, Edward HoWland 
Green, the richest man in the coun- 
try. She put him through many se- 
Vere tests to try out his business 
qualifications. A story is told that 
when he was a boy she sent him out 
to the street corner to sell the morn- 
ing paper from which she had read 
the financial news. She finally sent 
him to Texas, whére he eventually 
worked himself to the front as a rail- 
road man and financier. Since 1893 
he has been president of the Texas 
Midland Railroad and a factor—in 
many other interests. In latg years 
he largely assumed the management 
of his mother’s property. 


THE SALE OF LAND. 

Typical of some of the turnovers 
by which they made large sums of 
money, was the sale of hundreds of 
acres of land in Chicago, which they 
had obtained years before under 
foreclosure proceedings for a few 
hundred thousands, and which sold 
for millions. 

Hetty Green's investments were 
largely in mortgages and whenever 
she invested in anything it was only 


[after she had made the most minute 


personal examination of the prop- 
She never disclosed in detail 
the secrets of her success, but she 
admitted it wus mainly in buying 
when things were cheap, and never 
selling until they were high. If 
asked for advice as to what would be 
good to invest in, her epigrammatic 


answer was usually, “The Other 
World.” 

While never intensely religious 
she was a frequent attendant at 


Quaker meetings, and only a few 


years ago she, like her daughter, 
was baptized in the Episcopal 
church. 


She emphatically denied that her 
disposition was miserly. During the 
panic of 1907-08 she made loans 
which tided over many wealthy New 
Yorkers. Two years before the 
panic, it was said, she had gathered 
in a large portion of her money and 
was prepared when the storm broke 
to lend a helping hand, at a’ good 
rate of interest. It was sometimes 
intimated that upon her death the 
country might be surprised at the 
disposition she would make of her 
wealth.

EDUCATORS 
OPEN SESSION. 


New York Officially Welcomes 
Convention Delegates. 


Former President Taft Tale 
on League for Peace. 


Plea for Longer School Term 
_ Made by Claxton, — 


{BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

NEW YORK, July 3.—Prepared- 
ness, education and plans for world 
peace were discussed at the opening 
session of the annual convention of 
the National Education Association 
here today. In addition to the gen- 
eral session, departmental meetings, 
at which phases of education were 
explained, were held. Among the 
speakers at the opening session were 
former President Taft, President 
David B. Johnson of the association, 
Dr. David Start Jordan, vice-presi- 
dent of the association, and P. P. 
Claxton, commissioner of education. 
The educators, numbering nearly 
20,000 from all parts of the United 
States, were welcomed to the city by 
Mayor Mitchel and to the State by 
Gov. Whitman. 

President Johnson spoke on “The 
Rural Home and the Farm Women.” 
He said the needs of the farm wom- 
an have been forgotten in all of the 
progressive movements for rural bet- 
terment until comparatively recent 
years, 
Wilson would appoint a national 
commission to study the problem. 

Speaking on “A National Pro- 
gramme of Education," Commis- 
sioner Claxton expressed the opinion 
that the school. term should be 
lengthened in most cities. In no 
city, he said, is the school year long 
enough. He asserted that the prob- 
lem of universal high school educa- 
tion should be faced frankly and 
that the average number of children 
attending high school should be, not 
25 per cent., but 100 per cent. He 
also advocated the establishment of 
a national university at Washington. 

The lesson of this year, Mayor’ 
Mitchel said in his address of wel- 
come, is “that no country can re 
trained services in cases of national 
disaster if it does not teach its youth 
to take its place in the forces for 
the defense of the republic.”’ 

William H. Maxwell, Superintend- 
ent of Schools of New York City, 
declared that the compulsory mili- 


the volunteer system in the United 
States; it should embrace the train- 


ing of all and not of a chosen 
few. The military training, he said, 
should not interfere with cultural 


tary training degenerating into mili- 
tarism. 

Former President Taft, discussing 
the aims of the League to Enforce 
Peace, of which he is president, de- 
clared that, although all the detaiis 
of the plan have not been worked 
out, the league is practical and is 
justified by precedent. 

The United States, the former 
President declared, could enter the 
league without breaking the Consti- 
tution, and to do so it Was not nec- 
essary to maintain a standing army. 

At the meeting of the American 
School Peace League it was decided 
to urge the convention that war 
maps and details of battlefields be 
eliminated from the study of history 
and to treat only the causes, spirit 
and results of wars. :

The advanced French lines are 

now only three miles from the im- 


portant railway junction of Peronne, 
the defense of which has been great- 
ly weakened by the capture by the 
,French on Sunday of Mereaucourt 
woods, south of the Somme, and be- 
tween Feuilleres and Frise. This 
was the strongest fortified position of 
the German second line of ‘defense 
on the entire front of the attack, 
but the-French division, which took 
Frise, continued to advance with 
such impetus that the Germans were 
unable to resist, even under the pro- 
tection of this formidable work, 
One of the fiercest struggles was 
for the stone quarry, also strongly 
fortified, three-quarters of a mile 
east of Curlu. Here the Germans

tried to stem the tide by a desperate 
counter-attack, but the French- 
American Colonials, one of the most 
celebrated corps of the French army, 
rushed the position with such en- 
ergy tha’ the Germans broke before 
the bayonet. 

The French success at Frise was 
also brilliant, as it straightened their 


line south of the elbow of the 
Somme, thus avoiding exposure to 
crossfire. 


The French announcement today 
of the capture of the village of 
Herbecourt and the outskirts of 
Estree and <Assevillers carries the 
advance about six miles beyond the 
point of departure Saturday. 

Summing up the French advance 
south of the Somme, two main fea- 
tures are disclosed: First, the oc- 
cupation for a length of eight kilo- 
meters of first-line German trenches 
from the Somme tothe. village of 
Fay, and including five villages; sec- 
ondly, a double Hine of German 


trenches extending from Haracourt] 


woods to Assevillers. The struggle 
continues with intensity. Observets 
declare that the first three days’ suc- 
cesses, while great, are only initial 
episodes in the increasing pressure 
of a vast offensive.

SEVENTH SPEEDS 
TO MEXICAN LINE 


Infantrymen Break Camp and : 


Entrain for Border. 


Censor Guards Secret of Regi- 
ment Travel Route. 


Forty Failed to Pass Examina- 
tion and are Left. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. 

SACRAMENTO, July 3.—Stars are 
the only sentinels at Camp Sacra- 
mento tonight. The space that was 
filled four days ago with hundreds 
of tents and more than 5000 fighting 
men is just a great brown scar in 
the center of the State Fair grounds. 

Over by the cattle sheds a few 
casualists are still encamped, flot- 
sam and jetsam of the National 
Guard. These are the men who 
failed to pass the medical examina- 
tion or who arrived after their com- 
rades had been mustered into the 
Federal service. ‘There are about 
forty in all, as forlorn a group as 
though they were prisoners in an 
enemy's country. 

Speeding away in the darkness, 
guarded alike by the curtain of night 
and that which the Federal censor 
has thrown about them, the thirteen 
companies of the Seventh California 
Infantry are hastening into the 
trouble zone, somewhere along the 
Mexican frontier. They entrained at 
the same station as that from which 
the Second left Sacramento and the 
men are doubly happy—they are on 
their way to the border and they 
are likely to pass threugh Los An- 
geles, the home town of hundreds 
of them, some time tomorrow after- 
noon, 

Their movements are guarded 
with as much secrecy by the War 
Department as though they were so 
much gold bullion. The way in 
which gthey were switched from 
route to route savored more of bur- 
lesque than of tactics. -To  il- 
lustrate, the baggage of the Fifth 
Infantry was first placed in Western 
Pacific cars: later it was removed 
and placed in Southern Pacilic cars, 
while that of the Seventh Infantry 
— consigned to the Western Pa- 
¢$ c. 

There was another switch of 
troops just before sunset and the 
Seventh Infantry was finally en- 
trained on the Southern Pacific. 

Heartily tired were the enlisted 
men of the Seventh Infantry tefore 
they were finally entrained. Their 
equipment Was practically all packed 
last night and the men slept either 
under their pup tents or in the open. 
They were called this morning at 
4 o'clock and were ready to entrain 
at 7:30. Then came the wearying 
counter-marching from depot to de- 
pot and the final entrainment a lit- 
tle past 5 o’clock thts afternoon. 


COL. SCHREIBER TALKS, 


“Seven days has made a marked 
change in the regiment,” said Col. 
Schreiber just before departure. 
“There are just enough ex-regulars 
in the ranks to give to the new men 
their cue and they are catching it 
rapidly. No, I would not willingly 
exchange my command for any other 
in the brigade. If they will give us 
a month's time in training camp we 
will be ready for active service any- 
where and against any enemy. 
Southern California must not ex- 
pect its men to perform miracles. 
Half of them are still soldiers in 


pect them to do their duty, and in 
that she need fear no disappoint- 
ment, 

“I have already learned that the 
War Department is watching ex- 
pectantly the California brigade. 
The regular army officers have fig- 
ured, and justly,that the California 
infantry will be especially valuable 
because the men are accustomed to 


along the border, because many of 
them understand the Mexicans, be- 
cause the medical reports show that 
they are the peer physically of any 
brigade in the National Guard, and 
becauge they are just: Californians.” 

This was an unusually long speech 
for Col. Schreiber, who is habitually 
as silent as his infantrymen., 

Its movement, like his regiment, 
was in detachments; it Was spoken 
where the enlisted men could not 
hear and it was his final greeting to 
Southern California before leaving 
with her regiment for the front. 

The Seventh Regiment tis entrain- 
ed in three sections, It comprises 
fifty-six officers and 1036 men. The 
rifth Regiment entrained also in 
three sections. It is commanded by 
Col. E. G. Hunt and consists of 
fiftv-four officers And 1001 men, 

The men of the field hospital, 

ambulance company and Signal 
Corps are sleeping tonight in their 
pup tents with all other equipment 
packed ready for entrainment. 
They expect to leave for Nogales 
some time tomorrow. 
- The worst torture of the encamp- 
ment for the Seventh Infantry came 
late this afternoon when they were 
compelled to reniain in position for 
nearly an hour under the sweltering 
July run while Gov. Johnson made 
the parting address. The Governor 
was assured an audience, as the men 
were under orders and could not get 
away. 


GOTHAM EPIDEMIC GAINS, 


Fighty-seven New Cases of Infantile 
Paralysis Develop in Two Days. 
[BY A. P, NIGHT WiRE.) 
NEW YORK, July 3.—The_ epil- 
demic of infantile paralysis which 


has claimed seventy-six lives in and 
near New York City within the last 
eight days, continued to gain today. 
From Saturday noon until noon-to- 
day eighty-seven cases developed 
and twenty-one persons died of the 
disease. A total of 456 cases and 
ninety-four deaths have been re- 
ported since January 

It was announced today that the 
Rockefeller Institute is planning to 
inaugurate a field campaign against 
the disease, sending nurses and ex- 
perts into the infected areas.

Organ- 
izations to make up the brigade are 
the Fifth United States Field Artil- 
lery, the First Massachusetts Field 
Artillery, both of which regiments 
are here, and batteries from Con- 
necticut and Rhode Island, which 
are expected to arrive shortly. 

The concentration, according to 
military men, will make El Paso the 
largest artillery station in the 
United States. It is pointed out that 
El Paso being the largest of the 
border towns, is entitled to have 
such protection. 

Immediately upon detraining to- 
day, the Massachusetts regiment be- 
Zan mounting cannon on the mesa 
behind the city alongside that of the 
regular artillery, their noses point- 
ing toward Mexico. The first squad-

They 
are believed to have had their in- 
ception in the recent northward 
progress of the southernmost Amer- 
ican detachments from San Geron- 
imo and Namiquipa toward El 
Valle, and to have received im- 
petus in today’s announcement that 
Gen. Pershing would take command 
of the newly created New Mexico 
department with headquarters at El 
Paso. The later statement that the 
order creating the department had 
been suspended until it could be de- 
termined whether Gen. Pershing’s 
activities in the fleld would permit 
him to assume his new duties did 
not serve to dissipate speculation. 

All reports have shown that the 
present disposition of the de facto 
government troops has been with 
the seeming intention of enveloping 
the expeditionary force. American 
military strategists have repeatedly 
stated that they have no fear but 
that Gen. Pershing can take care of 
himself.

In the meantime, however, the 
shipment of supplies to the Colonia 
Dublan base from Columbus goes 
on with little, if any, slackening.

Imperial Valley Asks Governor Not 
to Appoint Fresno Editor to 
Lieutenant - Governorship. 
Printed Siur Still 
Rankles Deeply.

EL CENTRO, July 3.—Strong pro- 
tests have been telegraphed to Gov. 
Johnson from Imperial Valley civic 
organizations against the proposed 
appointment of Chester H. Rowell of | 
Fresno as Lieutenant-Governor to, 


succeed the late John M. Eshleman. ' 

The protests are based upon an! 
editorial that appeared in Mr. | 
Rowell’s newspaper, the Fresno Re- | 
publican, about February 1 last, se- 
verely attacking the Imperial Val- 
ley and suggesting that if the hand- 
ling of the Colorado River proyes too | 
expensive for the taxation of the’ 
people of Imperial Valley without 
the aid of the national government, 
the project'should be given up. 

Since the publication of the edi- 
torial, the people of Impertal Val- 
ley have watched patiently for either 
an announcment that the article was 
printed without the publisher's au- 
thority, or a plain retraction on the 
part of the editor. Neither of these 
have been forthcoming and when 
the announcement of Rowell’s prob- 
able appointment to the office left 
vacant by Imperial Valley's citizen, 
“Jack” Eshelman, considerable ire 
developed here. 

The editorial appeared while an 
appropriation bill was before Con- 
gress to provide for levee work along 
the Colorado. The paragraph that 
appeared to create much offense in 
the valley said: 

“It may again become a question 
as to whether it will be profitable 
for the United States government, 
humanly speaking, to continue to 
come to the rescue of this hothouse 
district. The nation cannot perma- 
nently regard these residents as sub- 
jects of* national charity." 

President A. L. Richmond of the 
El Centro Chamber of Commerce to- 
day sent the following message to 
Gov. Johnson: 

“We earnestly hope you will not 
select as your Tieutenant-Governor

DISTURBER SEEKS REFUGE IN 
PENTECOSTAL HOME. 


When Frightened Neighbors Call 
Police Electrician Accused by 
Them of Threatening Wife Runs 
to Cover—Colored Woman's Ex- 
heortation Leads Detectives. 


While a posse of detectives 
searched the neighborhood of No. 
738 Kohler street, hunting for Elmer 


‘Hollycroix, an electrician employed 


by the Southern Pacific Railroad 
and alleged to have threatened the 
life of his wife, he took refuge in 
the second story of a building in 
Kohler street used as the Pentecos- 
tal assembly-rooms. His arrest fol- 
lowed prayer for him offered by a 
colored woman domiciled in the as- 


spembly-rooms. 


Mrs. E. 8S. Hamilton of No.’ 738 
Kohler street telephoned the police 
early in the evening that Hollycroix, 
carrying a revolver, was patrolling 


the street, swearing injury to his 
wife, from whom he was separated. 
The police responded to the call and 
found the entire street terrorized, 
but were unable to find Hollycroix. 

Suddenly the colored woman in 
the building across the street began 
an exhortation for the man who 
was seeking refuge in her house. 
The detectives searched the house 
from cellar to garret, first locating 
the cartridges in a flour bin and 
later the revolver hidden under a 
chair. At last Hollycroix was found 
lying flat on a shelf in the pantry. 

Hollycroix told the lice he had 
been drinking, saying he had but 
recently returned from Niland, 
where he was employed. He said 
he had been separated from his wife, 
and that when he -sought a recon- 
ciliation she took refuge in Mrs. 
Hamilton's apartments. He denied 
threatening her life. Several women 
d@eciared, however, that he had re- 
—- said he would shoot the 

oman on sight. He was placed in 
the City Jail over night. 

While the police were searching 
for MHollycroix, Sergeants Murphy 
and White and Detective Withers 
were called to North Flower street, 
near Templé street, where residents 
were being frightened by the con- 
duct of C. E. Bates. Bates, an elec- 
trician also, had recently had some 
disagreement with a young woman 
to whom he was engaged. After a 
quarrel he left the house, but re- 
turned later and from his demeanor 
the women in the house became 
frightened and called the police. 
The officers took Bates to the Centra! 
Police Station, but later released 
him on his promise to go to his 
home.

The 
father of the young man declared 
he had given a large sum of silver, 
several hogs and horses, as well as 
other presents, for the girl. 

CHARGES KIDNAPING. 


Eli Miguel, however, insists that 
his child was kidnaped and that he 
has carried on a search through 
nearly every State in the Union, and 
has spent more than $1800 in tele- 
graphic tolls trying to get in touch 
with her. Finally she was found 
here, and he declares that he will 
take her back with him, no matter 
what the cost.

BOY IS KILLED IN THE —

Bert Coffey, Aspirant for Flyweight Championship of 
World, Dies After Heavy Blow Dealt by Frankie Dolan. 
Latter, Sobbing, is Jailed for Manslaughter — May be 
End of the Boxing Game in Southern California. — 


ERT COFFEY, 22 years old, a 
B local pugilist, was knocked 

out and killed instantly in a 
four-round bout with Frankie Dolan 
at the Vernon Athletic Club last 
night. Coffey fell to the floor in the 
fourth round after a heavy blow 
under the chin by his opponent. Fol- 


lowing an examination of the body 


by Dr. H. L. Johnson and Dr. L. 
Edwards, it was stated that Coffey 
had died either of a broken neck 
or concussion of the brain. Coffey 
weighed 105 pounds. He resided at 
the Gilpin Hotel, No. 719 South 
Olive street. 

Dolan was arrested by Under- 
Sheriff’ White and taken to the 
County Jail, where he is being held 
on a manslaughter charge. He is 
overcome with grief. The Coroner 
took charge of Coffey’s body and an 
autopsy will be held today to de- 
termine the exact cause of the young 
man’s death. as 
_ Coffey came to this city from San 
Francisco about six weeks ago. In 
the latter city. he was well-known 
as a boxer and took part in many 


bouts at the Olympic Athletic Club. | 


Coffey and Dolan boxed at the 
Vernon Athletic Club on June 16. 
Last Friday night Coffey boxed four 
rounds with Kid Mexico at Venice. 
Jack Doyle, one of the owners of 
the Vernon Athletic Club, wired last 
night to San Francisco to. locate 
some of the dead fighter’s relatives.

HOW IT HAPPENED. 

Last tragedy happened so 
suddenly that nobody knows just 
what did happen. The two little 
youngsters were fighting under the 
arclight, a wicked, furious fight. 
such as little boys fight. There had 
been two other bouts already. Sud- 
denly Coffey dropped to the mat,” 
bumped his head and sprawled out. 
Two convulsions tremored through 
his little,sribbed, white body. Then 
he lay still. The referee counted off 
the seconds. Dolan, the boy whose 
small, little arm had felled Coffey 
walked nervously round the ring. 
The referee counted ten. Dglan let 
out a wild cry of joy. He had won. 
Then he turned and looked around. 

Coffey was still lying stretched out. 
Men rushed to_him and carried him 
to his corner. Somebody propped 
him on a chair. He slid to the floor 
and fell in a heap. His head was 
twisted to one side on his neck. They 
carried him down the alsle through 
nervous, peering faces and out of 
the arena. 

Two other boxers crawled through 
the ropes. Earl Mohan. the an- 
nouncer, yelled out their names: 
“Eddie Martin of Los Angeles, Fd- 
die Martin of San Francisco.”’ The 
referee called them together and the 
bout began. But still the heads of 
the crowd were turned toward the 
door through which Coffey had been 
carried. A rumor spread through 
the crowd that Coffey had come to. 
With a smile the crowd turned to 
the bout fn the ring. The cheering 
began, nervously at first, but soon 
the building rumbled again. 

VAIN FIGHT. 


Out In a little anteroom three 
doctors fought for Rert Coffey’s life. 
It was no use. He was dead. 

Jack Doyle elbowed his way up 
the long aisle, the perspiration drip- 
ping from his brow. He started to 
speak, choked and asked huskfily for 
Earl Mohan. A hush fell over all. 
Somebody climbed into the ring. 

A fat man said: “Ladies and gen- 
tlemen, owing to the unfortunate ac- 
cident, that occurred just previous- 
ly, the bouts have been called off. 
Anybody not satisfied can get his 
money at the box office.” 

The crowd hung In silence. Slowly 
it melted away. It tried to get 
back where Coffey lay, tried to find 
Frankie Dolan. The policemen forced 
them back. Many were heard to say 
that this means the end of the fight 
game in Southern California. ‘ 

Previous to the fatal blow Coffey 
was leading all the way. Dolan was 
cleverly boxing and blocking, but 
Coffey was carrying the fight to 
Dolan. 

Previously Kid Mexico lost a close 
decision to Fred Fletchy. Heinle 
Schwartz was knocked out in the 
fourth round by Frank Campo.

A strong protest “against the at- 
tempted subversion of the spirit if 
not the letter of the law” in inviting 
Dr. Albert Shiels of New York to 
come here to be elected Superinten- 
dent of Schools, at a salary of 
$8000, was presented by three mem- 
bers of the board, former Judge 
York, Mr. McCormick and Mr. 
Bean. 

A telegram form Dr. Shiels to Mr. 
Washburn was read, in which the 
proposed superintendent said he 
found the telegram inviting him to 
come here was unsatisfactory. Dr.

WASHBURN'S ATTITUDE.

“The policy of the board tn the 
selection of the new superintendent 
is to obtain a man who ig free from 
prejudices; who, by long experience, 
training and temperament, will be 
able to do his part in curing these 
disorders and produce the peace and 
harmony so essential to the siccess 
of the schools and the future of the 
children——one who, by ability 
and skill in organization, will be! 
able to not only maintain the school 
system .in its present completeness 
but will be able to materially reduce 
the cost. I confidently expect a sav- 
ing of at least 5 per cent. from this 
source, which will amount to $1,000,- 
000 during the four-year term. 

“We must subordinate any person- 
al advantage or petty ambition to 
the general good.” 

President Bordwell said that in 
view of Mr. Washburn’s refusal to 
serve it was quite apparent what the 
board should do. “I am going to 
vote.” he added. “It is no use vot- 
ing for Mr. Washburn, or any oth- 
er man who positively refuses to 
serve if elected.”

Powerful Business Organizations Open 
Way for State Assistance. 


membered in the annals of Los 
Angeles as the day when the 
movement for union railway terminal 
and passenger station at the Plaza, 
in connection with the permanent 
elimination of grade crossings, was 
really started. Complaints were 
filed with the State Railroad Com- 
mission by the Municipal League,

The Commission agreed to take these

The matter was discussed from 

various angles at a conference be- 
tween the City Council and the Rail- 
road Commission, but the Council 
was prevented from either taking the 
initiative or lending real support to 
the movement by the attitude of 
City Attorney Stephens. Mr. Ste- 
phens said that he is in favor of hav- 
ing “some taxpayer” file the com- 
plaint but he believes that if the city 
should take part it would be an ad- 
mission of the jurisdiction of the 
Railroad Commission over grade 
crossings. 
F. W. Blanchard, chairman of the 
Chamber of Commerce Depot Com- 
mittee, said that he believes the de- 
velopments of yesterday mean a 
real beginning of the movement that 
will, in the near future, bring about 
the adopfion of union terminal plans 
that will mean a vast improvement 
in business conditions and will do 
away with the grade crossings that 
are not only a menace to life and 
limb, but a barrier to business and 
industrial growth. 


READY TO ACT. 


President Thelen of the Railroad, 
Commission said that if the City At- 
torney is ready to concede that the 
commission has jurisdiction’in the 
matter the commission is ready to 
tackle the problem.

All in Readiness at M onterey 
for Citizen Soldiers. 


Local Recruits Leave Sunday 
_ by Train and Motor.

Largest Contingent of State 
from this City. | 


Final arrangements for the trans- 
portation of 750 recruits from this 
city and Pasadena to the Monterey 
Encampment, which will open next 
Monday and continue until August 5, 
were completed yesterday at the of- 
fices of the Civil Enrollment Com- 
mittee, in room 410, Mortgage Guar- 
antee Building. More than 500 men 
will leave for the camp at 7 o’clock 
Sunday, morning, over the Southern 
Pacific, and others will go by motor 
truck and automobile. The train 
will arrive at the camp at 6:30 
o'clock Sunday evening. 

The. aviation corps, under the 
command of Capt. Gad Morgan, 
U.8.A.: Lieut. H. LeR. Muller, U.S.A., 
and Earle Remington, president of 
the California Aeronautica] Society, 
will leave in motor trucks Saturday 
afternoon, with their equipment and 
two aeroplanes. There are sixty men 
in the division. 

Between 500 and 600 recruits have 
Passed the physical examinations 
conducted in this city by Lieut. 
George H. Richardson of the United 
States Army Medical Reserve Corps, 
Dr. Elliot Alden and Dr. Howard L. 
Moffett. Others will be examined 
Saturday morning in room 1012, 
Brockman Building. 

In a dispatch received at the com- 
mittee’s headquarters yesterday, it 
Was stated that al! preliminary plans 
at the camp have been completed 
and the tents erected. Two of the 
coast artillery bands of the Thirty- 
first and Seventy-fifth regiments will 
arrive at the camp this week from 
San Francisco.

MecRride, 62 years of age, is the 
oldest man enrolled for active serv- 
‘ce by the local committee. Thomas 
Hamilton McCay, 16 years of age, of 
Pasadena, is the youngest recrult 
from the south. McCay obtained 
special permission from the War De- 
partment to enroll. 

PROMINENT MEN GOING. 

Morris A. Cadwalader, John C. Mce- 
Farland, B. H. Dyas and Donald 
O'Melveny will be in charge of the 
troop train that leaves Los Angeles 
Sunday.

It is estimated by the committee 
that the expenses of each man, in- 
cluding transportation, from the time 
he leaves until he returns home will 
be about $52. In a large number 
of cases the more wealthy recruit* 
have volunteered to pay the expenses 
of other men who enrolled in this 
city. The government will furnish 
uniforms. sweaters and the equip- 
ment. Each man will be required 
to bring his own bathing suit and 
toilet articles. 

TO TRAIN FOR SERVICE. 

In a bulletin issued by the West- 
ern Department of the United States 
Army, it is stated that the purpose 
of the camp is to help properly 
qualified men to fill the great de- 
ficiency in commissioned and non- 
commissioned officers that would im- 
mediately arise in case of a na- 
tional emergency, by giving them 
four weeks of intensive military in- 
struction in the field under regular 
officers and with troops of the reg- 
ular army and also to foster 4a 
patriotic spirit and spread among 
the citizens of the country some 


knowledge of military history, mili-/ 


tary policy and military needs. 

Applicants must be citizens of the 
United States, of sound physical con- 
dition and capable of the severe 
physical work of drill and 
manuevers with full infantry equip- 
ment. The qualifications, however, 
are not so strict as in the regular 
army. It is strongly recommended 
that the typhoid prophylaxis be 
taken at the camp, or before, if 
preferred. No charge for this treat- 
ment will be made at the camp or 
at any garrisoned post in the West- 
ern Department. 

The purpose of the instruction, 
which will be given by the regular 
army officers, is_to give each at- 
tendant at the camp the fundamental 
education of an officer, and a cer- 
tain definite routine will be pre- 
scribed for the recruits, including 
infantry drill and rifle practice. 

It was stated yesterday by a mem- 
ber of the local committee that the 
largest delegation from any city in 
Catifornia will leave Los Angeles. 
There will be about 500 men at the 
camp from Safi Francisco. Local 
public utility corporations and busi- 
ness men informed the committee 
yesterday that their employees will 
receive their salaries while at the 
camp. 

WHAT COURSE CONTAINS. 

The course of instruction at the 
camp will embrace the following: 

Theoretical and practical instruc- 
tion in the principles of tactics, in- 
cluding advance and rear guards, 
patrols, outposts and combat. 

Military map making and road 
sketching will be explained and op- 
portunities given for practical work 
in that subject. 

The proper handling and use of 
the rifle will be taught and experi- 
ence given by actual firing with the 
service rifle and ammunition on the 
target 

Physical drill, marching, camping, 
tent pitching, making and breaking 
camp, signaling, loading and unload- 
ing wagons, camp expedients, field 
cooking, camp sanitation, first aid 
to the injured, personal hygiene, and 
the care of troops in the field, will 
be taught by practice.

HORSE-LOVERS PLANNED. 


WO bridie paths for the ex- 
clusive use and delight of Los 
Angeles equestrians, whom 
gasoline has not weaned from their 
first love, are contemplated in peti- 
tions to be presented in the next few 


days to the Board of Supervisors and}. 


the city Park Commissioners. The 
total cost of the projects is y 
mated at approximately $30,000. 

The moving spirit in the enter- 
prise ts J. Vogt, proprietor of the 
Los Angeles Riding Academy. With 
him he has enlisted some scores of 
horsey men, including a number of 
the most influential persons in the 
social, business and professional life 
of the city. 

These have sign®d a petition that 
asks the Supervisors to build a 
limits, 
along Wilshire boulevard to the 
Beverly Hills Hotel and thence to 
the Los Angeles Country Club—a 
distance of six and one-half miles. 
They have also signed a second peti- 
tion that asks the Park Commission- 
ers to build an equestrian way from 
Sunset boulevard to and around 
Silver Lake Park.

In the case of the proposed path 
along Wilshire boulevard, it

“A month later I was advancing 
with other sappers to locate a mine. 
We located it all right, but only 
when it went off right underneath 
us. I woke up in a field hospital 
with several ribs gone, my back 
broken and my arm fractured. How 
I ever came out alive, I don’t know. 

“They sent me to Boulogne, to the 
first general hospital. Here I stayed 
until the Germans opened fire on 
the town. We lay under heavy fire 
several days, with the roof coming 
in on us. When the fire had abated 
they sent me to England. I was 
taken to Chevley Park Manor, and 
— received finer treatment in my 

e. 

“Lady Crosley acted as chief 
nurse. She had converted her entire 
manor into a hospital. I had a cot 
in a great hall, the walls of which 
were decorated with costly paintings.

“MARY” IS CONTRARY. 


NEW FULTON PLAY STRAINS AT 
PLAUSIBILITIES.

Maude Fulton still has an aver- 
age of 560 per cent. ‘‘The Brat’ was 
five times as good as any play has 


any right to expect to be; 
“Mary,” which had its  “MYrst 
performance on any stage at 
the Bubank last night, will have 
no part in its authows fame: It 


listens like a short story which has 
found itself distended to the length 
of a novel, 


The hero's last words are “I am 
sorry.” Many of us were. The 
had a right to be because there is 
not the slightest doubt that his bad 
contributes largely to 

“Mary's” delinquency as a play. The 
part ts that of a sort of Jack Lon- 
don a la Newburg or an Upton Sin- 
clair frappe. Like the iceman who 
flounders over the stage like a New 
Foundland dog in a kennel of French 
toy poodles, the hero does not exist. 
Miss Fulton herself would not have 
believed him had she seen him. 

Our heroine is a lady of quality 
who takes a course in domestic 
science and hires herself as a model 
maid. She must be a 1917 model 
as she is not on the pattern of any 
of the 1916 makes. She is a sort of 
female “Servant In the House’ who 
makes everybody love her until the 
sad discovery that shé is wearing her 
own $200,000 pearl necklace. Then 
it comes out that she is the rich 
Miss Allen’ and the hero is furious 
‘to learn that he has been trapped 
into falling in love with a rich wom- 
an whom he accuses of laughing at 
them all. Miss Lyle’s interpreta- 
tion of this not very clear character 
is wanting itn animation. Her 
languor is delicious, but overdone. If 
there ever was such a person as 
Mary you can bet that she had more 
snap to her than Miss Lyle suggests. 

Another fault of this play is that 
it gets itself divided into a series of 
vaudeville turns between two per- 
sons. 

What the fate of the piece might 
have been in the hands of a cleverer 
cast is to an extent problematical, 
yet it is doubtful if anything .or any- 
hody eould give it a plausible ap- 
pearance. 

The peach of the play is —- May 
Howe and she has a mofopoly on 
the good liges. Her opposite in the 
juvenile lead, is Douglas MacLean, 
a young man of sparkling personality 
and an agreeable, well modulated 
voice. It must be confessed that 
Vera Lewis.and Warner L. Baxter 
both get a great deal out of ungrate- 
ful parts.

Armagh, Down, Londonderry, Fermanagh 
and the county boroughs of Londonderry 
and Belfast. This would give Home Rule 
to the Os and English rule to the Macs, and 
ought to be satisfactory both to Presby- 
terian Belfast and Catholic Dublin. The

ONE HUNDRED AND 
FORTY YEARS AGO.

“The century shrivels like a scroll, 
The past becomes the present 
And face to face and soul to soul” 


we behold the fathers of our coun- 
try gathered around Liberty's altar, 
Thomas Jefferson, foreman of the 
grand jury that indicted a king} 
John Adams, the Boston lawyer, 
cool, patient and determined; Sam- 
uel Adams, the Boston merchant, 
with a passionate and determined 
spirit that was eagle-winged in its 
searching for the uppermost ether 
of liberty; Benjamin Franklin, dip- 
lomat, philanthropist, humanitarian 
and patriot; the Virginia Lees, de- 
scendants of plumed cavaliers; 
Sherman and Trumbull, descended 
from Cromwell’s Ironsides; Philip 
Livingston, descended from the grim 
Dutchmen who opened the dykes 
and gave their land to the ocean 
rather than surrender their liberties 
and Robert Morris, who tossed his 
wealth into the vortex of the revo- 
lution as lightly as any lover 
stowed upon his mistress the h 
won favors of the tourney. 

These men were by impulse and 
by habit of thought lovers of liberty 
and haters of kings, and George the 
Third had by his course gained their 
especial animosity. The Declaration 
of Independence which they framed 
is a knitted chain of logic and a per- 
suasive and passionate appeal. Even 
at this day its sentences stir the 
blood like the blare of trumpets. It 
proves the government of George 
III to have been the most uncon- 
scionable of tyrannies. It states the 
case of the colonists with the force 
of a demonstration in mathematics. 
and with the poetic beauty of a song 
of David. Its diction is as faultless 
as its spirit is high. It is the most 


powerful d the most eloquent 
state documént in the archives of 
history. 3 


When Thomas Jefferson said that 
“all men are created equal” he gath- 
ered the advanced thought of the 
century into a sentence, which, 
heated with the passion of revolu- 
tion, he hurled into the faces of 
kings and he made a compact with 
Almighty God that freedom and just- 
ice should henceforth go hand in 
hand in America. 

All great movements recorded in 
history have been the offspring of 
singleness of purpose. _All great re- 
forms have been accomplished by 
enthusiasts who refused to accept 
compromise or submit to abatement 
of their demands. It was fortunate 
indeed for their descendants, it was 
fortunate for the world that the con- 
trolling spirits of the revolution of 
1776 were men whose clear visions 
pierced the mist of uncertainty, 
whose brave hearts defied the appar- 
ent odds against them, and whose 
wise and burnine- words uplifted the 
purposes and aroused the enthusi- 
asm of a race. 

It was Jefferson’s mission to in- 
augurate a revolution, to inspire a 
people, to uphold the equality of 
mankind, to agitate for reforms, and 
aid in securing the fruits of victory 
in the field, but not to guide the 
movements of armies. He left the 
conflicts of war to those gifted with 
military genius while he assumed 
the duty of imparting an anti-mon- 
archical direction to the new govern- 
ment which he foresaw must issue 
from the war. 

Thomas Jeff®rson,: the political 
philosopher, George Washington, the 
soldier and John Adams, the states- 
man and diplomat constitute the il- 
lustrious triumvirate of American 
revolutionary history and without 
the work of each the others might 
not have succeeded in creating, 
guiding and establishing the new 
nation. - 

The military services of George 
Washington were pronounced by 
Frederick the Great to be “the most 
brilliant achievements recorded in 
military annals,” and that monarch 
sent Washington his royal portrait 
bearing the inscription: “From the 
oldest general in Europe to the 
greatest general in the world.” 

The contest for independence did 
not terminate with the surrender of 
Cornwallis and the negotiation of a 
treaty of peace. The new nation 
which the pen of Jefferson had for- 
mulated and the sword of Washing- 
ton had established might possibly 
have been tangled and strangled to 
death in the meshes of European 
‘diplomacy had it not been for the 
foresight and adroitness of John 

Adams, who, after peace had been de- 
clared, first secured from the Dutch 
government a favorable treaty and 
a loan of two millions of dollars and 
then hurried to Paris, where, in con- 
nection: with John Jay, he overruled 
Franklin, baffled the intrigues and 
treachery of Vergennes, the French 
Minister, courageously disregarded 
the unwise and pusillanimous in- 
structions of the American Congress, 
circumvented the “surly and irrecon- 
cilable” George III and negotiated a 
treaty with England which secured 


of the American fisheries not as a 
privilege but as aright. It was well 
said by a distinguished author “On 
the part of the Americans the treaty 
of 1783 deserves to be ranked as one 
of the «most brilliant triumphs of 
modern diplomacy.”

EVERY MAN A SOLDIER.

: HERE are two methods of 
raising armies—one by volun- 
tary enlistment, the other by 

universal service or national train- 

ing. The voluntary system always 
breaks down under the stress of 
war. In proof of this one has only 
to cite what happened during the 

Revolution, and, still more mark- 

edly, the policy pursued during the 

Civil War. The voluntary system 

is enormously costly both in men 

and money and is attended with in- 
nwnerable evils. It is a simple mat- 
ter to get men to offer their services 
during the excitement at the out- 
break of war, but this enthusiasm 
subsides in a short time and it then 
becomes necessary to offer all sorts 
of inducements. Because men are 
loath to bind themselves for great 
lengths of time enlistments are 
made for periods too short to train 
men to be dependable soldiers. It is 
often necessary to increase the pay 
and give bounties in the shape of 
money, land, clothing, and pensions 
for causes other than actual disa- 
bility incurred in the line of duty. 

Under the voluntary system the gov- 

ernment goes before the people as a 

suppliant because it has put a pre- 

mium on selfishness and shirking in- 
stead of treating all alike. Volun- 

tarism is the most plutocratic mill- 

tary system yet devised. | 

The only truly democratic system 
is that which treats everyone, high 
and low, rich and poor, alike. Gilu- 
seppi Mazzini, one of the liberators 
of modern Italy, very aptly declared 
that “The origin of every right is in 

a duty fulfilled.” Men cannot in 

justice demand the protection of 

their government unless they are 
willing to render some service to en- 
title them to that protection. “No 

principle is more in keeping with a 

republican form of government, no 

doctrine is more truly democratic, 
than that which asserts that every 

able-bodied male citizen owes mill- 

tary service to his country. Indeed, 

the principle of compulsory service 
is no more a violation of the policy 
and traditions of the American peo- 
ple than is the payment of taxes 


under compulsion.” 


It is important to remember that 
compulsory service is the only meth- 
od yet devised by which a nation 
can put forth its entire military 
strength in time of war. Such a sys- 
tem does away with the professional 
army, which is a thing of the past, 
and makes every able-bodied male 
prepare himself to defend his country 
in time of need. Under this system 
the army becomes thoroughly dem- 


ocratic and popular and forms one 


of the national inst&tutions instead 
of being a thing, a caste, apart from 
the rest of the people. No one in 
his right mind would advocate that 
we should reproduce Prussian mili- 
tarism, but there is no gainsaying 
the fact that where the manhood of 
the nation is trained in arms they 
make better and more loyal citizens. 
Statistics show that’the murder rate 
in countries where compulsory mill- 
tary service is exacted is far below 
those where the voluntary system 
obtains. Political economists are 
agreed that factory production in 
Germany has been enormously aug- 
mented by the inculcation of cer- 
tain principles which the men re- 
ceive during their military fraining. 
History shows that the downfall of 
nations has followed the decline of 
military virtue and the power to de- 
fend themselves through adequate 
systems of national training. The 
United States need not expect to 
escape the fate which has overtaken 
every other nation that has failed to 
cultivate a manly and courageous 
standard and prepare its citizens to 
protect themselves against any 
emergency. 
The sooner we Americans realize 
that no people is entitled to national 
existence unless they are strong 
enough to defend themselves, the 
sooner we shall safeguard the pre- 


cious heritage handed down to us 


bly those who were willing to make 
every sacrifice to defend their lives, 
their families, their property and 
their honor.

This rumer started from 
statements made by certain persons 
high in the councils of the south- 
erm conference, and it is considered 
highly probable that the Trojans 
“will be readmitted to full standing 
im the conference some time in the 
near future. 

A CHANCE. 

Tt is a well-known fact that U.8.C. 
sounded out the conference officials 
upon the proposition as early as last 
spring. No official action was taken 
at that time, but the consensus of 
opinion at that time was in favor of 
granting the Trojans a full-fledged 
membership providing proper action 
was taken by the U.S.C. authorities. 
Inasmuch as the Trojans did not 
officially petition at that time for re- 
admittance, the matter was tabled 

for further discussion. 
: The main Guestion over which 
U.EC. and the conference colleges 
have differed in the t has been 
the freshman elimination rule. The 
Trojans gave the rule a one-year 
trial, and then decided to go back 
te the old system whereby the first- 
year men were permitted to earn 
places on varsity teams. Within the 
last year, U.S.C. has decided to 
change again, and beginning with 
football next September, only men 
who have been attending college for 
at least a year will be eligible for 
Varsity competition. This change of

® football season, In fact, the 
ojans themselves do not wish this, 
as their football schedule for the 
coming season has already been 
Made out, and it would be impos- 
sible to play threugh a full confer- 
ence acMedule. Nevertheless, a start 
will be made in the desired diree- 
tion when Pomona and.U.S.C. meet 
again in football the latter part of 
November, and it is entirely pos- 
-@ible that the Trojans will also meet 
Occidental before the season is 
over. This will be but the first step 
toward full-fledged membership for 
the Trojans, and it is expected that 
before the year is ended, U.S.C. track 
and baseball teams will be playing 
through regular schedules with con- 
ference members. 
The Southern Conference has had 
a ‘highly suceessful season this last 
year, but the addition of a school the 
size of U.S.C. could not help but add 
terest to the preposition. The 
ojans need the conference teams 
im order to get enough competition 
here in the South, and the confer- 
ence members are more than -anx- 
fous to meet the Trojans. This pro-

sent June business and the hunting 

totala both month and season, as 
hunting license books came in during 

June. Most of the market collec- 

tions were made within the last ten 

days, following the vigorous demon- 

stration by the sea patro! under Dep- 

uty Pritchard that market licenses 

cost twice as much from justices of 

the peace as the commission or its 

authorized agents ask fer them. 
SOME TOTAL. 

Angling license totals have now 
mounted up to 17,031 for the

AUTO THIEVES 
ARE NUMEROUS. 


Great Increase Reported in 
Stolen Machines. 


Private Garages Used to Get 
Rid of Cars. 


Owners Should Use More and 
Better Precautions. 


The theft bureau of the Automo- 
bile Club of Southern California yes- 
terday completed a report showing 
the activities of motor car thieves 
here for the first half of 1916-——and 
in the report it is shown that $75,- 
000 will just about cover the value 
of cars which have been stolen and 
not recovered, in Los Angeles. 

INCREABING. 

It is shown that there have been 
159 more motor cars stolen during 
the first half of this year than last 
—making a total of 641-—-nearly 
$1,000,000 worth of automobiles. 
Through the efforts of the club's 

theft bureau and the police depart- 
ment, car owners have been saved 
approximately $600,000, but aceord- 
ing to President Fred L. Baker, 
greater co-operation of automobile 
owners whose care are stolen tis 
called for in making immediate re- 
port of this te the theft bureau,

It has been in use for months now 
as the one stimulant for the French 
soldiers in the trenches, and its ef- 
fect on them has amply justified the 
statement made by the famous in- 
stitute in regard to it. 

Milk has been used liberally to 
stimulate the French soldiers hefore 
they go into battle and its effects 
have been such that the French gov- 
ernment has urged the sale of 
milk, in preference to other soft 
drinks, behind the trenches when 
the soldiers go off duty for their 
spelis of rest and recreation. 

That the qualities of stimulation 
should be demonstrated on the ficht- 
ing men should commend the bev- 
erage to those engaged in the pur- 
suits of peace in those parts of the 
world where Mars does not now rule. 
While alcohol may fire the brain 
and dull the sensibilities and thus 
impart a false courage, milk, ac- 
cording to the learned scientists of 
the Pasteur Institute, performs the 
work of keying up the individuai 
without affecting the keenness of 
his senses nor the coolness of his

IN SECTIONAL REGATTAS. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE,] 


i ELPHIA, June 27.—With 
the passing of the annual inter- 
collegiate regattas rowing de- 

votees will now turn their attention 
to the annual National Association of 
Amateur Oarsmen events, in which 
an army of club oarsmen, to which 
has been added an occasional college 
crewman, has been added in prepa- 
ration for the sectional regattas to 
be rowed in the North, East, South 
and West, leading up to this year’s 
annual championships of the Na- 
tional Association to be rowed over 
the mile and a quarter straightaway 
course in Duluth Harbor on Friday 
and Saturday, August 11 and 12. 
The club rowing season began with 
the American Regatta races in April 
last, which were succeeded in rapid 
order by the New York Rowing As- 
sociation contests on Memorial Day.

sociation rowed their first events at 
Richmond and New Orleans; and 
other centers, including Buffalo, St. 
Louis and in fact all the prominent 
places where the sport of handling 
the sculls and sweeps is popular have 
had preliminary races which have ig 
a measure determined which are the 
foremost of the rowing men. 
The final big fixtures will be rowed 
on J 4, the People’s tta at 
Philadelphia over a mile and a 
quarter course being one of the prin- 
cipal tests in the East as to the ability 
of the oarsmen to demonstrate why 
they should be sent by their clubs to 
the national regatta this year, for it 
is to win a national championship 
that all the crews and scullers row 
not only this year, but year after 
year. The Philadelphia regatta will 
include races for single scullers, 
jupior, intermediate, association 
(meaning scullers who never won a 
senior sculls event) and senior 
singles. There will also be races for

New York; senior quar- 
ter-mile dash, W. M. Hoover, Du- 
luth B. C.: association single sculls, 
Waldo Smith, New York A. C.; 
championship single sculls, Robert 
Dibble, Don R. C., Toronto; inter- 
mediate double sculls, Duluth B., 
C.; senior double sculls, Duluth B. 
C.; senior quadruple sculls, Duluth 
B. C.: intermediate, senor and in- 
ternational fourteen-oared shells, 
Duluth B. C.: junior, intermediate 
and senior eight-oared shells, Du- 
luth B. C.

Bob Dibble of the Don R. C., Toron- 
to, who has held the honor for three 
years, has joined the C troops 
and is not expected to row. 

His most dangerous rival is John 
B. Kelly of the Vesper Boat Club. 
Kelly, although he has not been able 
to finish ahead of the big Canadian, 
has in recent years shown superior- 
ity over other rival senior scullers 
and is expected to win the race this 
year. In order to be eligible to row 
in this class it is necessary to win 
the association single sculls event. 
Waldo Smith of the New York Ath- 
letic Club won the event from Wal- 
ter Hoover of the Duluth Boat Club 
and will be an opponent of Kelly. 
The winner of this year’s association 
single sculls race in the same race 
will also qualify. Kelly is over 6 
feet tall and well proportioned and 
has been rowing nearly ten years.

The protest of former Judge York, 
Mr. McCormick and Mr. Bean 
against the action of former Judge 
Bordwell, Mrs. Waters, Mr. Wagsh- 
burn and Maj.

“We protest against their action

$8000 per year, when an educator 
and school-administrator more gen- 
erally and more favorably known, 
and more highly indorsed, and eli- 
gible to the position, car be secured 
at $6000 per year. 

“We protest against their method 
in predetermining the selection of 
a superintendent without affording 
sufficient opportunity for considera- 
tion of this most important matter 
by each individual member.

ROAD IS GIVEN 
OVER TO STATE. 


Supervisors Take Action to 


Cut Upkeep Expense. 


Affects a Twentymile Link of 


Foothill Boulevard. 


Opposition by Norton Fails to 
Sway Colleagues. 


About twenty miles of county 
highway, that section of the Foot- 
hill boulevard running from Pasa- 
dena to Claremont, in the San Ga- 
briel Valley, was turned over to the 
control of the State Highway Com- 
mission yesterday by the Board of 
Supervisors, 

Chairman Pridham, who led the 
fight for such action, declared it ts 


one excellent measure for reduction 
of taxes, pointing to the fact that 
the maintenance of the road costs 
an average of $800 a mile per year, 
so that approximately $16,000 a year 
will be saved. 

Supervisor Norton led the fight 
against the action, repudiating meas- 
ures proposed by his political asso- 
ciates several years ago. “It means 
the handing over of all the automo- 
bile tax of the county to the State 
before we wind up,” he argued. 

Supervisor Pridham called atten- 
tion to the fact that the legislators 
have the right to fix the amount of 
the tax to be appropriated and that 
as long as they respect the rights 
of the districts they stand for, they 
will not change the present situa- 
tion, which calls for an even divi- 
sion of the tax on vehicles, the 
county getting half and the State 
half of the money so raised for road 
work, 

“I won't vote for rock and oil for 
repairs or any work by the State 
Commission,” declared Supervisor 
Norton during his argument against 
the action contemplated by the 
board. 

Supervisor Pridham called atten- 
tion to the fact that Mr. Norton has 
made the same kind of threat every 
few weeks during the past three 
and a half years, but has never car- 
ried it out. 

“I've never voted for such an ap- 
propriation unless I got what I 
wanted in return,” snapped Super- 
visor Norton. 

“And you've gotten something in 
various ways every time, too,” sug- 
gested Chairman Pridham, sarcas- 
tically. 

Supervisors Hinshaw and Woodley 
Were strongly in favor of turning 
the road over to the State and 
pointed to the speed with which the 
commission had repaired damages 
wrought by the recent flood on the 
roads supervised by that organiza- 
tion, as well as to the fact that the 
State has purchased several covnty 
repair stations in order to facilitate 
its work. 

Supervisor Hamilton voted with 
Superyisor Norton against the tax- 
saving plan.

FEATURE. 


PURCHASE OF 25,000 BALES Is 
REPORTED. 


Concentrated in Volume Offsets 
Liberal Offerings Accumulated 
Over Sunday—Clearances Large 
and Government Figures Fail to 
Give Concern.

NEW YORK BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, July 3.—The feature in to- 
day's dealings was the heavy buying 
by a prominent local house whose 
purchases in all months approx!- 
mated 25,000 bales. This concen- 
trated buying power was sufficient in 
volume to offset the liberal offerings 
which accimulated over Sunday, and 
which emanated principally from the 
South.

EXICANS SHORT OF 
MEDICAL SUPPLIES. 


Physician Visiting Across Border 
Finds Small Provision for Care 
of Wounded and Sick in Car- 
ranza’s Army—Task for Ameri-‘ 
can Surgeons if War Comes. 


“Mexico is woefully lacking in 
medical equipment to enter a war,” 
said Dr. H. E. Beckwith, X-ray ex- 
pert, who arrived home yesterday 
from a trip through parts of Mex- 
ico, returning from the’ American 
Medical Association convention at 
Detroit. 

“Many Mexican regiments have 
not so much as a nurse, let alone a 
physician,” said Dr. Beckwith. “The 
medical equipment for caring of 
wounded or those stricken with dis- 
ease is crude and insufficient, and 
it would require a much larger num- 
ber of American physicians and sur- 
geons in Our own hospital corps 
than at present planned, if the en- 
emy is to be given succor after fall- 
ing wounded in battie with our 
troops.” 

Dr. Beckwith was the guest of Dr. 
J. J. Armstrong, a Canadian physi- 
cian, who is chief surgeon for the 
State of Sonora. With Dr. Arm- 
strong he traveled through that 
State, noting the scarcity of equip- 
ment and aides. “A great amount 
of Red Cross work will be necessary 
if war is declared,” said Dr. Beck- 
with. 

While in Detroit Dr. Beckwith at- 
tended the X-ray portion of the con- 
vention of American physicians and 
surgeons. He also visited the Bat- 
tle Creek Sanatorium, as well as the 
principal institutions in Chicago, 
where considerable progress in 
X-ray work has been made during 
the last year.

MAY HOLD BACK 
BUDGET ACTION. 


Councilmen Clash on Outlay 
for Efficiency Work. — 


Instructions are Framed for 
Finance Committeemen. 


Who Say They will Refuse to 
be Swayed Thereby. 


Stating that, unless compelled to 
do so, the supporters of the effi- 
ciency department do not propose 
to hold up the entire city budget, 
Chairman Conwell of the Efficiency 
Commission yesterday introduced be- 
fore the Council a resolution de- 
signed to smoke out opposition in 
the Budget Committee. The reso- 
lution directs that committee to in- 
clude in the present year’s budget 
an appropriation of $13,510 for the 
efficiency department. 

It was, referred to the Budget 
Committee after Councilman Wright 
of that committee defied the Coun- 
cil to instruct—him in any matter 
and asserted he will refuse to act 
on any such dictum. Councilman 
Topham also questioned the right of 
the Council to instruct any commit- 
tee of its members, but Councilman 


Wheeler, acting as president, said 
the Council “certainly has the right 
to issue instructions to any of its 
committees.” 

As the matter stands, the Budget 
Committee has eliminated the $4000 
salary of Director Burks of the effi- 
ciency department, the vote stand- 
ing with Councilman Wheeler favor- 
ing Mr. Burks and Councilmen 
Betkouski and Wright opposing. 
The vote of the Council will stand 
with Conwell, Langdon, Lindsey, 
Roberts and Wheeler in favor of re- 
taining the efficiency department, 
and Councilmen Betkousk!i, Brain, 
Topham and Wright against it. 

The resolution introduced yester- 
day by Councilman Conwell is as 
follows: 

Whereas, there is recognized on 
all sides an urgent demand for the 
elimination of waste and inefficiency 
in the city government, and for the 
reduction of the current expenses of 
the city to the lowest» practicable 
level; and, 

Whereas, the complete attainment 
of this end can be reached only 
through the continuous and strict 
application of modern business prin- 
ciples to the organization and man- 
agement of city departments; and, 

Whereas, the further development 
of the city’s programme of economy 
and efficiency can be brought about 
only by careful study of the facts, 
the location of defects and the 
working out of constructive plans

Mrs. Nellic Higgins Fined Small Sum

Mrs. Nellie Higgins pleaded gullty 
in United States District Judge 
Trippet's court yesterday to the 
charge of using. the mails in a 
scheme to defradd, and was fined 
$80, or $20 on each of the four 
counts of the indictment against her.

In connection with the scheme she 
furnished a book of samples, it was 
said, showing the sort of lace she 
would purchase. For this she 
charged $2.50 a copy, it was claimed.

books, the prosecution claimed, to 
be sold to others. The essence of 
the fraud lay in the fact, it was 
claimed, that she presented an im- 
possible contract to her clients. 

The scheme was extensively 
patronized by women all over the 
country, it was said, until they found 
that they could make nothing out 
of it. Numerous complaints were 
made to the postoffice inspectors, and 
her arrest followed several months 
ago.

THREE ARRIVALS FROM JAPAN 
DURING PAST YEAR. 


‘Immigration Official Reports on 
Variety of Matters, Including 
Deportations, Smuggling and 
Port Arrivals—Marshal Tabu- 
lates His Expenditures. . 


The annual report of Immigration 
Inspector Connell, which was made 
public yesterday, shows that during 
the year ending June 30 there were 
300 undesirable aliens deported from 
the country. There were also nine- 
teen cases of smuggling developed, 
involving fifty-three defendants. Of 
this number nineteen were con- 


victed, eight were acquitted, and 
twenty-two have not yet been ap- 
prehended. There are four smug- 
gling cases still pending. 

There was cdilected during the 
vear, in the shape of head tax, at 
Los Angeles, $204, and $4 at San 
Diego. During the year 173 vessels 
left for foreign ports, carrying 5586 
seamen and they were all inspected. 
Nine deserting seamen were appre- 
hended. Three picture brides were 
received at the local port from 
Japan. 

The total expenditures of United 
States Marsha! Walton for the quar- 
ter ending June 30, ameanted to 
$32,537.79, made up of the following

LIMIT TAX TO 
DOLLAR RATE. 


Joint Bureau Appraisements 
Declared Valueless. 


Improvement Federation Sees 
Many Discrepancies. 


Less Revenue will Maintain 
City and County, 


Indicating that the valuation- 
juggling work of the Joint Bureau 
of Appraisal is merely a programme 
for raising taxes, the United Im- 
provement Federation of Los An- 
geles City and County filed with the 
City Council yesterday a report of 
its special committee which has in- 


vestigated the. local tax situation. 
This report and petition, whfch was 
referred to the Comncil Budget Com- 
mittee, concludes that a total tax 
rate of $1 for all city expenses, in- 


cluding bonds and interest, should 


be sufficient, and a like rate of $1 
should raise enough money for all 
county purposes. 

The federation committee finds 
that the Joint Bureau has made 
only slight changes in certain parts 
of the city, while in other parts, es- 
pecially residence and semi-residence 
districts, valuations have been in- 
creased 25 to 100 per cent. In the 


business district, the report says, 


the advances in valuation south of 
Third street will probably be offset 
by the decreases north of Third 
street, and it believes that the gross 
increase in valuations will be about 
35 per cent. over last year’s figures. 
Continuing, the report says in part: 


GIVES NO RELIEF. 


“The new valuations in the city 
really promise no relief in the way 
of taxation, for the reason that the 
higher the valuation, as a _ fact, 
means a higher rate of taxation. 

“Uniformity in city and county 
assessments on the basis of a higher 
valuation means that the taxpayers 
will be called upon to pay millions 
of dollars more than their propor- 
tion of the county taxes, as the per- 
centage of increase in the reappraise- 
ment of real estate is much larger 
within the city than on property 
Outside the city limits. 

“In the matter of the equalization 
of values, a comparison of the fig- 
ures in the relative values of prop- 
erty in different sections of the city 
convinces your committee that the 
work of the Joint Bureau of Ap- 
praisal was a complete failure. We 
fail to find that any improvement 
from the old system has been made 
by the new. 

TO INCREASE REVENUE. 

“Your committee believes from all 
the facts presented that the Joint 
Bureau of Appraisal was created for 
the sole purpose of raising valuations 
of the property within the city, for 
the sole purpose to enable the city 
and county governments to increase 
their revenue without increasing the 
tax rate.” 

In asking that the total rate of 
the city and county be kept within 
the $1 limit for each, the report 
asserts that a saving of 10 to 25 per 
cent. can be made in every city de- 
partment without in any manner 
crippling its efficiency.

A woman abhors war even more 
strongly than does a man. This !s 
not altogether the result of sex, but 
it is the woman who, in the end, 
pays the highest price for war, With 
her husband killed or maimed for 
life, the burden falls on her. Hers 
is the lonely vigil or the frightful 
battle afterward. It is always an 
act of heroism when a mother lets 
her boy go to war. It logically fol- 
lows, therefore, that Women are 
foremost in all peace movements. A 
worhan’s natural instinct is to give 
life and preserve it and defend it, 
not to destroy it. 

THE FUTURE OF OUR COUNTRY, 
NOT THE PAST. 

But in the years to come the 
American woman is destined to look 
the whole question of preparedness 
in the face. Whether we are in fa- 
vor of war or peace is not the ques- 
tion. None of us, man or woman, of 
rational] mind favors war. The prog- 
ress of events has, however, altered 
the position of this country. Not 
many years ago our land was bound- 
ed by the two oceans, and when we 
acquired Alaska it altered our posi- 
tion scarcely at all. But when we 
achieved the Philippine Islands and 
Hawali, and when we built the Pan- 
ama‘Canal, our position as a nation 
of itself was at an end and we be- 
came a world power touching e!- 
bows with other nations. Our 
“splendid isolation” was no more. 
Our possessions became “feelers,” 
and when one has “feelers” they are 
sometimes apt to be stepped upon. 
Then we have much of the gold of 
the world; just now we have practi- 
cally all. We have a great deal of 
the iron ore; our manufacturing fa- 
cilities are enormous; we invite envy 
and fealousy. And these again 
sometimes lead to trouble. In short, 
it ia not likely that the United States 
will be able to keep out of cempli- 
cations with other nationg tn the fu-

WHAT WARS HAVE PROVED. 
Now, all recent wars have demon- 
strated the futility of the volunteer 
service, and certainly the methods 
of modern warfare have proved its 


absolute inadequacy. While any 
thought of compulsory military serv- 
ice is, as yet and for many years to 
come, out Of all question as appeal- 
ing to the democratic American 
mind, one thing is certain; in case 
of war our young men would be 
drafted for military service. That 
much at least is positive and cannot 
be escaped. The question,  there- 
fore, for parents of boys is not “Do 
we believe in war?” or “Do we be- 
lieve in preparedness?” but “Are we 
‘Willing that our boys shall be 
drafted for service, in case of war, 
absolutely unfitted and untrained?’ 
That is the question that stares you 
and me, as the fathers of boys, in 
the face. I am not advocating the 
military training of our boys; I am 
not favoring or opposing prepared- 
ness here. But Il am a father of two 
boys, and I am asking myself the 
same question I am asking you: 
Whatever may be my personal view 
of war am I willing to kt my boys 
be drafted and go into war un- 
trained, inefficient, for a foreign sol- 
dier, trained and efficient, to shoot 
at, and my boys unable to take care 
of themscives’ There is no time for 
proper training once the boys are 
drafted. Military experts claim that 
a boy can be trained in six months’ 
service, with a week or ten days 
each following year for “brushing 
up,” so that a preliminary military 
training is not impossible for a boy 
earning hig livelihood. 
THE REAL QUESTION. 
Every parent who has now or will 
have within the next few years a 
son, tn good health, between the 
ages of 18 and 45, will have to face 


this question and squarely meet it 


We do not solve it by turning our 
faces away from it; from advising 
or allowing our boys to ignore it. It 
is no use to say: “We will crosa that 
bridge when we come to it.” We 
may come to it sooner than we 
think. To argue that we invite war 
by having our young men trained is 
hardly logical. We do not ihvite 
punctures by having extra tires 
aboard our automobiles; nor fire by 
having extinguishers; nor the end of 
life by being insured; nor drown- 
ing by having life preservers. But 
these precautions do prepare us. 
The question ig ahead of us and we 
cannot dodge it: How are we £0- 
ing to let our boy face the possibility 
of being drafted for military service? 
As inefficient and unable to take 
care of himself, or, at least, as 
trained to the rudimentary know!l- 
edge of war? That is the real es-
